Knox- 
vlll«, T«nn., has notified the county 
commissioner* that the company will 
proceed with the construction of the 
bridge.

February 21, 1924, reading: 


"By order of the board of commis- 


sioners of Rocklngham county 1 am 
instructed to send you the enclosed 
resolutions which was passed at a 
meeting of the board Thursday. Feb- 
ruary 21, 1924." 
"With said communication was en- 


closed what appears to be resolutions
